£1.5million to transform Shoreditch public spaces

HE extraordinary 
discovery of 
thousands of old 
colour photographic 
slides is the basis of a new 
exhibition that sheds light 
on life in 1980s Hackney. 

The exhibition, to be 
held at Hackney Museum 
from 12 May to late 
August, will display the 
slides which were found 
in the basement of the 
Rio Cinema while it was 
undergoing a refit three 
years ago. 

Rio staff linked the find 
to a community-funded 
street photography group 
called The Tape/Slide 


Project. The collective was 
set up in the 1980s by the 
late Centerprise Bookshop 
and gave young people 
access to professional 
photography equipment 
with the intention of 
capturing the highs and 
lows of Hackney life. The 
basement of the Rio was 
then used as a darkroom. 
Recognising the value 
in this important part of 
the borough’s history, 
the Rio called on Stoke 
Newington photographer 
Alan Denney to restore 
and digitise the slides, 
which tally up to 10,000 
images. A selection of the 


images have already being 
shared on the cinema’s 
Instagram account. 

The Tape/Slide Project 
captured the activist 
spirit of the time with 
photographs from protests 
in support of the NHS to 
the peaceful rallies after 
the murder of Colin Roach 
at Stoke Newington Police 
Station in 1983. 

They also reveal Hackney 
as a vibrant, sociable 
and busy borough from 
gatherings at the Hackney 
Show kids festival, nights 
at the bingo, days on 
the housing estates, and 
weekends down a bustling 


Ridley Road Market. 
With each picture telling a 
thousand stories, work is 
now underway to connect 
local people to the images. 

Hackney Museum is 
appealing to anyone who 
was involved in the Tape/ 
Slide Project, Centerprise 
bookshop, or the Rio 
Cinema in the 80s to get in 
touch and be credited for 
the work.

Apply for free period products 
to help pupils in state schools 


SCHOOLS and colleges in the borough are being urged 
to apply for a Government scheme so they can provide 
free period products to students who may otherwise 

be unable to afford them. The free scheme, which is 
available to both state-funded primary and secondary 
schools, and colleges, follows a successful campaign 
from menstrual equality group the Red Box Project, 
pictured, and schools in Hackney. 

Between one in 10 girls between the age of 14 and 21 in 
the UK are unable to afford menstrual products, while 49 
per cent have missed an entire day of school because 

of their period. The Council 

wants to ensure that every 

eligible institution in Hackney 

is applying for the scheme and 

has written to all headteachers 

in the borough.

Borough praised for work in safeguarding vulnerable young people 


HACKNEY has been 
praised in a report for 
local safeguarding 
partners’ work to protect 
teenagers vulnerable to 
criminal exploitation. 
The study, released by 
the Child Safeguarding 
Practice Review Panel 
on 4 March, calls on the 
Government to provide 
more resources for 
safeguarding partners. 
The aim is to help protect 


teenagers being coerced 
into knife crime and drug 
trafficking by gangs. 
Successful programmes 
deployed in Hackney 
could be replicated across 
the country. 

The independent panel 
reviews serious child 
safeguarding incidents — 
when children have died or 
suffered serious harm — to 
learn how the system can 
improve its response. 


The report titled ‘It 
Was Hard to Escape’ is 
the panel’s first national 
review. It examined the 
lives of 21 teenagers from 
17 areas in the country to 
understand if the services 
designed to keep young 
people safe from criminal 
exploitation were working. 

The study also visited 
local areas developing 
solutions, such as Hackney. 
From school exclusions to 


arrests or injury, it’s been 
recognised that frontline 
practitioners must respond 
quickly to these moments 
to help children at risk. 
Hackney was noted for 
its contextual safeguarding 
work, which has shifted 
the focus of social work 
from the family home to 
consider wider influences. 
Deputy Mayor of 
Hackney, Cllr Anntoinette 
Bramble, said: “We’re 


proud to be recognised 

for our ground-breaking 
contextual safeguarding 
work. As times change, 

so do young people’s 
experiences. It is imperative 
that we take new 
approaches to respond to 
their experiences, to make 
sure we do everything we 
can to look after vulnerable 
young people and give all 
children the best possible 
start in life.”

Last week, | was proud to stand up for Hackney’s residents 
in Parliament — giving evidence to MPs about why the 
Government should invest in housebuilding and why new 
environmental legislation must make sure industry plays a 
bigger role in tackling the climate emergency. 

On 9 March, | told the Housing, Communities and Local 
Government Select Committee how a failed decade of false 
starts on housing policy meant we are still not building the 
number of council homes we need. 

The Government consulted nearly two years ago on 
changing the rules on how money from Right to Buy sales 
is reinvested into social housebuilding. They haven't even 
bothered to publish the results — let alone take action. 

On 10 March, | gave evidence to a committee of MPs set 

up to scrutinise and amend the Government’s Environment 
Bill — urging them to ensure that producers and industry are 
compelled to meet new rules and standards. 

In Hackney, as many of you will know we've declared a 
climate emergency, and are taking some of the most robust 
action in the country in response, including measures to 
plant tens of thousands of new trees, reclaim our streets 
from cars for walking and cycling, tackle poor air quality by 
reducing emissions from cars, reduce single-use plastics, 
improve recycling rates and promote green energy. 

So the Chancellor's Budget was a great opportunity for the 
Government to take Hackney’s lead and demonstrate its 
ambition. Instead, his proposals showed that while ministers 
claim that austerity is over, itis clearly not. And while some 
housebuilding cash was announced, the devil is in the detail. 
We've included information about our budget for 2020/21, 
including Council Tax and spending priorities in this issue 

of Hackney Today. By 2022, Hackney will have lost half of 
its core funding from Government — the biggest cut per 
household of any borough. This squeeze on our finances is 
why the Council’s budget — agreed last month — includes an 
increase of 90p a week in Council Tax for most people. 
Increasing Council Tax isn’t an easy decision, but we need 
to do it to help fund vital services. So we've increased the 
amount of support available to the 27,000 people on low 
incomes who qualify for our Council Tax reduction scheme. 
However, our budget also set out ambitious plans to make 
Hackney fairer, safer, healthier and more sustainable.

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T MAY bea simple 
house on King 
Edward’s Road, E9, 
but it could soon 
be sporting an historic 
blue plaque, after being 
shortlisted by English 
Heritage following 
a campaign. 

The plaque aims to 
commemorate the building’s 
roots as a refuge for 
thousands of abandoned 
Indian migrant nannies 
in the 19th to mid-20th 
centuries. Known as Ayahs, 
the nannies were employed 
by British families in India 
under colonial rule. 

However, in the 
aftermath of the 1857 
Indian Rebellion and its 
violent suppression, many 
Ayahs travelled to the UK 


with the British families 
they were employed by. 
Others were brought 
to the UK because their 
nursing and caring skills 
were in great demand. 
There were no formal 
contracts made with 
British families however, 
and once their service was 
completed, many Ayahs 
were essentially abandoned 
and left destitute — without 
lodgings, family or an 
income. Relief came in 
the form of ‘The Ayahs’ 


Farhanah Mamooj 
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Many Ayahs were abandoned

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Home’, which was set up 
by philanthropists. 

The details of its 
formation are sketchy, 
with the first Ayahs’ 
Home opening in Aldgate 
between 1825 and 1891. 
It closed but reopened 
in Hackney following 
a campaign from the 
London City Mission. 

Now new light has been 
shed on this forgotten part 
of Hackney history by 
Farhanah Mamoojee, from 
auction house Sotheby’s.

UTOGRAPH 

ABP gallery in 

Shoreditch is 

‘a place to see 
things differently’. This 
statement rings true with 
a glimpse of its sharply 
curated exhibitions ranging 
from ‘Growing Up Black’, 
Dennis Morris’s series of 
domestic life in the borough 
during the 1960s and 
1970s, to Sharif Persaud’s 
‘Have You Ever Had’ 
exploring autistic identity, 
which launched this month. 

This invitation of a 
different, deeper view is 
the lifeblood of visionary 
creative director and author 
Mark Sealy MBE. With 
decades of experience in 
the exploration of identity, 
human rights and social 
justice, Hackney-born Sealy 
was the perfect candidate 
to help decide which artist 
to commission to create the 
Town Hall’s forthcoming 
Windrush artwork. 

Born in 1960, Mark went 
to school in Stamford Hill, 
an area which he recalls 
being a ‘visual matrix of a 
normal world’ alongside 
an eclectic mix of migrants 
and cultures. After moving 
to Newcastle in 1969 and 
studying art foundations, 
Sealy moved back to South- 
East London in 1982 to 
study textiles at Goldsmiths. 
These years were formative 
for the politics of his work. 

He says: “Encountering 
a post-riot London — 
things were tense. I’d gone 
from being a minority in 
Newcastle to understanding 
the frontline politics of 
London. At the height of 
Thatcherism, things seemed 
fractured. Artists like Derek 
Jarman, Jo Spence or 
Rotimi Fani-Kayode were 
making work that was 
inherently political. 

“Plus the Greater London 
Council (GLC) was still 
there and doing big things 
outside the museum sector, 
such as carnival and gigs in 
the park, when the gallery 


sector was very conservative.

things like Rock Against 
Racism, and social activism, 
and photography played an 
important part in that. 

“Tt was an intensely 
political time watching the 
demise of the GLC. You 
had to be pretty switched 
off not to feel the impact: 
from your bus fare to the 
cultural offer.” 

Autograph was founded 
as an agency in 1988 to 
support black photographic 
practices and initiate 
artistic projects. 

Sealy grew the concept 
from a cramped Brixton 
office to a modest but sturdy 
gallery in Shoreditch. The 
various moves were both 
necessary and practical and 
with Shoreditch’s ‘cheap 
as chips’ rent and close 
proximity to old school 
Fleet Street photographic 
agencies and darkrooms, 
their agency consisting of 
‘one-and-a-half people 
and a telephone’ shared 
an office with ‘Creative 
Camera Magazine’. 

Mark says: “It feels like 
Autograph has gone full 


circle. Looking through 
the lens of Autograph in 
the past 30 years; there’s 
a sense of cultural anxiety 
and dislocation. 

“Things now seem 
incredibly broken; the 
hostile treatment of the 
Windrush generation 
highlights and amplifies it 
ina way that’s like, how can 
that still be? It’s tragic.”

0.02 per cent of lottery 
funds were reported to 
have been given to diverse 
channels. We wanted to 
change that. Autograph and 
Iniva moving in together 
was seen as a strategic 
alliance to create a sense of 
permanence.” 

By now, Hackney’s 
moment had arrived. 
Infrastructure, property 
development and transport 
systems were improving, as 
were perceptions. 

After years of office- 
hopping, Autograph is 
now rooted in a five-storey 
building designed by award- 
winning architect Sir David 
Adjaye in Rivington Street. 

Sealy’s curiosity for 
art give him the exact 
credentials for weighing 
in on the forthcoming 
Windrush artwork. 

While not giving 
anything away as to who 
he’s favoured, he’ll happily 
divulge on what the art 
should do. 

He says: “What would 
be good for Hackney is 
resting on something that

would look good in front 

of the incredible Town Hall 
building. To have something 
that resonates with what 
Hackney’s about and to 

be able to walk through 
your civic spaces and feel as 
though they reflect you and 
connect with you. 

“Tt’s nice, isn’t it? When 
you can actually stand and 
feel at home. 

“Public art has degrees of 
ownership. It might be that 
you see it when coming back 
from the pub, or on the way 
to work so it becomes part 
of the fabric of your day. 

“Tf you’re ina gallery, 
you’re not going to make 
that journey every day.” 

He adds: “If kids can 
grow up with it and ask 
what it is or someone 
might say ‘meet me by the 
Windrush’, then it becomes 
a conversational thing and 
that’s what a good public 
artwork can do.”

NEW ‘Library of 
Things’ - offering 
affordable rentals 
of DIY tools and 
gardening, cooking and 
cleaning appliances — is set 
to launch at Dalston CLR 
James Library this summer. 

The object-lending 
library will be run in 
partnership between 
the Council and social 
enterprise Library of 
Things, and will help 
residents to borrow useful 
items for much less than 
high street rental or the full 
purchase costs. 

People will be able to 
borrow a power drill for as 
little as £7 a day, which is 
less than half the average 
high street rental, sewing 
machines for £7; a steam 
cleaner for £8; and a sound 
system and microphone for 
£10 a day. 

The library will also 
support residents to divert 
waste going to landfill by 
borrowing rather than 
buying. At the Library 
of Things site in Crystal 
Palace, borrowers have 
already saved nearly 23 
tonnes of waste from going 
to landfill. 

Cllr Jon Burke, Cabinet 
Member for Energy, Waste, 
Transport and Public 
Realm, said: “This is the 
first Council-funded and 
hosted Library of Things 
in London, delivered in 
line with our manifesto 
commitment and our 
climate emergency 


declaration last year, and 
we want residents to help 
decide what items should 
go in it before it launches. 
“Choosing to locate the 
Dalston Library of Things 
in an area of the borough 
that is both central and 
well-served by buses and 
trains means it is highly

Paddling pools to be replaced and revamped 


PADDLING pools at 
London Fields, E8, and 
Clissold Park, N16, are 
set to be replaced with 
improved facilities.

While the Clissold Park 
facility will continue 
to be stand-alone, the 
London Fields pool will 
be integrated into a new 
learner pool at the lido.

The paddling pool in 
Clissold Park will be closed 
this year while consultation

Pension fund reduces exposure 
to fossil fuel reserves by 31% 


THE Council’s Pension Fund has 

reduced its exposure to fossil fuel 

reserves by 31 per cent in the past 

three years, as part of its response 

to the climate emergency. The 

results place it ahead of schedule 

in meeting its target to reduce 

exposure to reserves by 50 per 

cent over six years. The Council 

declared a climate emergency last year, and committed 
to some of the most robust and ambitious action of any 
council to respond to climate change. 

Cllr Robert Chapman, Chair of the Pensions Committee, 
said: “We are proud not only of these latest results, but 
also to have responded to this issue of climate risk early.”

Left the car engine running 
needlessly? That'll be £130 


DRIVERS in Hackney can now be fined £130 for 
needlessly leaving their engines running while stationary. 
The new fine — up from £20 — is aimed at tackling 

the habit known as idling, which causes increases in 
localised pollution. Idling is particularly detrimental 

in areas where footfall is both high and people are 
vulnerable, such as outside schools, around health 
centres and on high streets. Alongside the increased 
fines, Council officers will be visiting hotspots to inform 
drivers about the dangers of engine idling, which is 

an offence under road traffic regulations, and running 
workshops at schools so children and parents can learn 
about the impact of idling vehicles. The campaign is 
supported by the Mayor of London and funded through 
the Mayor of London’s Air Quality Fund.
